WHEAT PRICE 

Within a short time an announce 
ment Will be made as to the price 
agreed upon for the 140,000,000 
bushels of wheat to be shipped by 
Canada to Great Britain in the 
1949-50 crop year under the Cana- 
dian-United Kingdom wheat agree- 
ment, 

Last week Rt, Hon, J.G. Gardiner, 
federal minister of agriculture, 
gave an interview in which he in 
timated that Canada might agree 
to a $2.00 price for wheat sold in 


| 1949.50 provided an extension of 
the agreement could be obtained. 
The minister said that he had told 
British government representatives 
that Canadian farmers ought to get 
a price in reasonable relationship 
to the British Wheat price, which is 
now $2.50 a bushel, Allowing for 
freight and handling charges, he 
estimated that this would be the 
equivalent of $2.10 a bushel at Ft. 
William. 

It is expected that announcement 
of the price will be made some time 
during the present week.
